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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the reasons that follow. 

Status of Claims: 

No claims are currently being added, cancelled or amended. 

A detailed listing of all claims that are, or were, in the application, irrespective of 
whether the claims remain under examination in the application, is presented, with an 
appropriate defined status identifier. 

Claims 1-6 and 8 remain pending in this application. 

Indication of Allowable Subject Matter: 

Applicant appreciates the indication in the Office Action that claims 3 and 8 are 
allowed. 

Claim Rejections - Prior Art: 

In the Office Action, claims 2, 4, 5 and 6 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over U.S. Patent Publication No. 2001/0016504 to Dam et al. in view of 
U.S. Patent Publication No. 2005/007033 to Doi and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,397,083 to Martin et al. This rejection is traversed for the reasons given below. 

The filing of this application is February 27, 2004, which is prior to the publication 
date (March 31, 2005) and the filing date (September 28, 2004) of Doi. Accordingly, Doi is 
not prior art with respect to this application.

Since all of the issues raised in the Office Action have been addressed in this Reply, 
Applicant believes that the present application is now in condition for allowance, and an early 
indication of allowance is respectfully requested.
